Nothing that the Sanhedrin or Kehil- 
lah can 4o or has done, will deter me

knew nothing about the KehLUah or the 
Sanhedrin when I entered the fake se¬ 
dition case two years ago, but what I 
learned convinced me that an exposure 
of the madmen behind that persecution 
was absolutely necessary to save Jews 
and Christians from their diabolical de¬ 
sign* I ionly know then that such a 
thing as & If eh Ilia h existed.

I could never understand why tor 
***« it waa^tblimba down* bn fr 
Klein iii the newspaper business in New 
York City, where I ^hnd served honor¬ 
ably and courageously for many years 
as a crusader and grail exposer, at the 
risk of my life. I regarded such work 
sa the duty of a newspaperman. I was 
f the leading expose reporter on the 
World under Joseph Pulitzer, and on 
The American under Hears l, to the early 
days of his newspaper career in Mew 
York City; and 1 was chelf investigator 
lor some of the most important official 
and unofficial invest I gating bodies. I 
exposed a Ingle-handed, more political 
corruption thad rrvwt newspaperman, 
public officials and investigators put to- 
gather, til a period of more than forty 
yean of the sixty-six years of my life, 
of which, ail but the first two years 
were spent in New York City, One of 
these exposures included the sewer 
graft iA Queens borough, N.*Y. City In 
1927 and 1936, by the late “Jack" TTiiir 
lips and Maurice Connolly and Ihelr 
gang. By that exposure, I made the 
city of New York pay back to the prop¬ 
erty owners of the Jamaica district of 
Queers Borough, five million four bun- 1 
dred thousand dollar# of which they 
had been swindled by over assessment 
for sewer construction* This exposure 
brought about one million dollar# addi¬ 
tional income tax to the U. 3. govern* 
muni. It cost n>e eight thousand dollars 
cash and two and a half yearn' time, for 
which I received nothing. It caused the 
grafters to have lour gunmen on my 
troll for five months* 

Why was it ' thumbs down" oti Klaln 
in the newspaper J>vs In wu 7 Becauao 

tin* KcMIl&h, through the Sanhedrin, 
rules the newspapers, and because the 
Sanhedrin can't steitd for an honest 
a nil courageous Jevd, When I r&p for 
Mayor of New York City In 1033, on the 
Taxpayers 1 Party and Five Cent Fare 
Party ticket#, no newspaper/Ln the city 
was permitted to mention my name 
though one or two did. I distributed 
three million leaflets to overcome news- < 
paper suppression, In spite of which I 
received 47,600 votes though the Board 
of Elections credited me with only 2607 
votes and reported 65,000 vote* cast for 
mayor but 'not recorded. 1 ; Ten thous¬ 
and voters signed my nominating peti¬ 
tions to enable mo to run. 

All this means that no decant Juw 
has a chance to bo known to other Jaws 


o the people generally if the San- 
bttiriii wills that he should not bs 
known* Yet, one of the leading lights 
in the Kehillah was associated with me 
in a real estate transaction only a dbiea 
years before and most leading light in 
the KchUIah know my career Intimate¬ 
ly* I was not a rubber stamp Jew or 
an orthodox and that was enough to 
bar mo; besides I was independent and 
creative and U&t was taboo. The Keh- 
iilah tries to keep Jews orthodox and 
ignorant bo that they can be more easily 
frightened and controlled. They want 
Jew* to remain docile and obey orders. 

Weil the Jew* are thoroughly con¬ 
trolled, but for whatt The reaction 
against them in all countries, has been 
terrific,, . Shpuid , they continue to go 
along as they have up to now and con¬ 
form to the tenets of their self-appoint¬ 
ed masters, or should they throw oft the 
yoke and proclaim their freedom from 
racial and " religious control? Unless 
they do the latter, the Jew* are doom* 
ed. Up to nfw most of them have been 
counted at willing slaves. They have 
been fed all kinds of false propaganda 
to keep them Ignorant and in fear.

I 
stopped a great deal Of this humbug 
and racketeering by my exposure* dur¬ 
ing the fake sedition trial I charged to 
my opening statement during that trial, 
that professional Jew# were making a 
business of scaring other Jew# 1A order 
to keep th«m in line and to be better 
able to shake them down. One of the 
results of my exposures wis vltfoua at* 
tacks on me in controlled Jewiah and 
English publications, some of which Z 
am suing tor a total of one million three 
hundred thousand dollars, for libel. An¬ 
other result was repeated attempts . to 
pul me out of buainees, one communist 
orator in New York , Gity urging/ my 
death 4 in pufctfo npeoehes. Thaaeftwo 
weapon*—poison and physical violence 
—have been used on many prominent 
persons who opposed some of those to 
politico] power In the United States and 
in other countries, during recent years. 
The Sanhedrin Is, in vny opinion, n 
greater menace by far, than the Mafia 
ever was. It ii a secret world organiza¬ 
tion, backed by the power of. great 
wealth in all countries. 

Make the Jews world conscious, say 
the leaders. Make them dream of Pal¬ 
estine and a world ftafa Don't let 
them become nation*lists In thought. 
Don't let them eonridar themselves cit¬ 
izens of any nation except the Jewish 
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dream nation In Palestine. Make them 
internationalists. That's what they did 
with the Jews of Russia and elsewhere 
In Europe; that's what they are doing to 
most of Ihe Jews In tho United States. 

The principal medium through which 
this is being done is political 2 ionlsm. 

What is political Zionism? In my 
opinion, it is the curse of Jewry. What, 
was once a beautiful dream for ortho¬ 
dox Jews who might want to spend their 
declining years in Palestine, has be¬ 
come a lurid nightmare that threatens 0 
the extinction of Jews, Christians and 
Mohammedans alike. Leading Jews In . 
the United States were once opposed 
to political Zionism and to a Jewish na- » 
tlon Lfi Palestine. They regarded such 
an ambition m dangerous to Jows in all 
countries. It was a capital offense in 
Russia after the revolution of 1917, to 
advocate Zionism in that country. Zion- 
ism was considered hostile to the eco¬ 
nomic and political philosophy of com¬ 
munism in that It produced a state 
within s state. Leading American Jews 
felt that Jews should be loyal to the 
United States'and not to an Independent 
nation. Ultimately, these leading Jews 
changed their views. They adopted the 
notion they once condemned; not be¬ 
cause they behaved that American Jews 
wanted to go to Palestine, but because 
they were induced to believe that a 
Jewish nation in Felestlne was a sym¬ 
bol of Jewish world power and they 
favored such power. They did not re¬ 
alize that Jawlsh political power was 
broken as a result of the murder of 
Jesus.-. - ■* •- • • .r 

The Balfour declaration In 1017 gave 
Zionism a great boost. Great Britain 
promised the Jews a 'homeland" In Pal¬ 
estine. In return, the political zibnists 
helped drag the United Stotcs Into the 
Ant world war. Great Brltajp had also 
promised the Arab self-determination 
and protection In Palestine, against the 
Turks, two years before. A "homeland" 
was not then Interpreted as a Jewish 
slote. That Interpretation has been put 
on It by those who hove made a busi¬ 
ness of Zionism nmd who dicam of a 
recrudescence of world power for Jew¬ 
ry. The Jews as o moss have no such 
dream and no such ambition. They 
ore content to live in peace end happi¬ 
ness where they are. They have no de- 
ilre to relum to Palestine or to rule 
the world. Only a handful have thut 
mania. ‘Many Jews,now in Palestine,,,.... 
would like to leave there if they could. 

What has political Zionism led to? It 
has led to the collection of vast sum of 
money from Jews throughout the world 
who do not understand Its alms. It has 
led to the establishment of pno-xionlst * 
organization la most countries. It has 
led to the (daughter of Jews In Europe 
and to the threat of revolt by Moslems 
against Jews and Christians though 
there are many Arab Christians. The 
entire Moslem world Is waiting to drive 
Jews and Christians out of the middle 
east and Africa, if Great Britain re¬ 
scinds its White Paper of 1939 and opens 
tho door to wider Jewish immigration 
and the further purchase of land by 


Ji In Palestine. There are about 
one and a half million Arabs In Pales¬ 
tine including Christians and about five 
hundred thousand Jews. The total Mos¬ 
lem population In the middle east and 
Africa, is over two hundred and Afty 
million. 

There are about five million Jews in 
the United States, according to Jewish 
records. In my opinion, that Is only 
half the total nurabex There are about 
two and a half million Jews In the City 
of New York alone and probably anoth¬ 
er miUion In New York State. There 
are probably one million Jews in Chi¬ 
cago and Bbout half a million In Phila¬ 
delphia. That makps five million. What 
about Jews In other cities ond states? 

If the Jewish records includo only or¬ 
thodox Jews, then I can understand the 
total of Ave million. Otnerwlse I esti¬ 
mate the total at twice that many. 

Of these ten million Jews, not over 
on& per cent is actively Interested In 
Zionism or really knows what the move¬ 
ment means. All they know about it la 
what the pro-zionist propagandists tell 
them in the controlled press and In the 
publicly stuff they put out in different 
countries. Besides this, the Jewish peo¬ 
ple know they are shaken down regular¬ 
ly and systematically for contributions 
for Palestine. Most Zionist organiza¬ 
tions are represented In the Kohlllahi. 
There are a few organizations and In¬ 
dividuals outside the Kehlllths that are 
propagandizing ond grafting on their 
own ecount. Cultural and , spiritual 
Zionism has been ovordome and suppres¬ 
sed by the political Zionists. \ • ‘ 

Zionism Is not unadulterated altruism 
There are many proAtablo commer¬ 
cial enterprises in Palestine. While 
Hitler was persecuting Jews In Ger¬ 
many, Jows In Palostlno.werc represent¬ 
ing German Industries In the middle 
east and In Asia. The Jewish element 
in Palestine does not eschew business 
for pro At, though there are rabid com¬ 
munists there who seek to make trouble 
in order to produce civil war or revo¬ 
lution. The. Dead Sea in Palestine Is the 
most valuable body of water on earth 
and Zionists ond others are extracting 
its mineral and chemical wealth esti-• 
mated In the trillions of dollars. They 
urc also producing wealth from the elec¬ 
tric energy generated from the waters 
of the Jordan River. All of which 
seems to Indicate that besides being a^ 
symbol of Jgflih world power, a Jew-f 
Uh nation in Ftflestinc would be a pro¬ 
tection fof Jewish business interest* 
there. Palestine bids fair to become 
the center of . world trade. 

Will the madneas for Jewish world 
•power by the handful lend to world 
conquest or only to world destruction? 
So far It has led only to destruction 
Can world conquest by the Sanhedrin 
compensate for all the destruction that 
has taken place? If the Moslems revolt, 
a religious war will be started and fur¬ 
ther world chaos will follow. There Is 
no telling how long such a war would 
last and how far further destruction 
would go. There would probably be no 
organized system of religion left after 


it was over. f 

The Moslem* know the Protocols.

Two thousand years ago, Jems tried 
to save Jewish civilization.

Benjamin Disraeli!, the only Jew to be 
prime minister of Great Britain, sold 
fn his book "Coningsby," published 
nearly 100 years ago r that the world is 
ruled by men other than those the peo¬ 
ple think* That statement is pub into 
the mouth of a character colled "Sid- 
onia" who is supposed to bo Lord Roths¬ 
child, In 1906, Napoleon Boneparte 
brought the leading Jews ol France be¬ 
fore him to settle question# involving 
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If the Snnhvdrjn is the power that 
1ui» ruled the world during the pwi fif¬ 
ty years, then everything that haa trans¬ 
pired during that time is understood, 
it was in accordance with the plan out* 
lined In the Protocols that both revolu¬ 
tions <30(15 and 1»17) occurred In Rui- 
5ia; that we have had two world wars;

the program outlined in the Protocols. 
The Jaws as a whole know nothing about 
this program, nor do they know any¬ 
thing about the Sanhedrin. The pro¬ 
tocola say wc keep In the shade. All 
that the Jewish people know la that 
they have been horded together like 
sheep and that they at* subject to ev¬ 
ery form of shakedown that can be de¬ 
vised; and they have bean shaken down

paper that I Hied in courf for my client 
in January, 1*44, I Intimated that the

was Frankfurter who kept Roosevelt 
under oootrgl to do the Sanhedrin bid¬ 
ding. Roosevelt bad no choice. He had 
too many "Panamas'* (financial scan¬ 
dals) and "dark stains' 1 in his career 
and the Protocols say that only persona 
with "dark stains" or 'Fanamaa" in 
their Jives will be selected for high pub¬ 
lic office, so that they con be kept under 
control or exposed if they refuse te fol¬ 
low outer* My Tfi L charges ier^fioraa- 
velt's Impeachment which were before 
Congress since January £3, 1943, were 
not acted upon because of the Influence 
of "Barney" Baruch over congress. 
Baruch's influence extend# to the army 
and navy also. 

Why have all the machinations of the 
Sanhedrin succeeded in the face of a 
so-called independent press? Ho dally 
newepoper In the United States is free 
from Sanncdrin control, nor is ,any large 
magazine or book publisher. Twenty- 
five years ago, the publisher! Fut- 
fiarnSj wanted u>- publish the Protocols. 
They were firmly reminded that if they 
did so they would be forced out of bus¬ 
iness and rubied. The plates for the 
book which they had prepared after the 
type woa set, were sold to a junk deal¬ 
er, Since then Sanhedrin agents have 
bought all p cppiea, of the Protocola that 
could be found, printed in any language. 
It was a capital offense in Russia under 
Kerensky, in 1917* to own a copy. 
Copies to English are scarce. The Pro¬ 
tocols were originally written in He¬ 
brew and in French and translated into 
Russian, then Into English by a British 
newspaper man who spent years In Rus¬ 
sia os correspondent. They were also 
translated tote German, 

In 1935, on effort was made to Swit¬ 
zerland, to Judicially aupreoa the Proto¬ 
cols. Four boys ware arrested charged 
with selling "obscene" literature. The 
only obscenity to toe Protocols is the 
impudence oi toe author whose cynicism 
and coldbloodedness surpass belief. The 
Protocols claim that the "elder®" ran- 
trol all publications In Europe and this 
control has been extended to the Uni* 
ted States and other countries where 
thfc money «a0® and the Sanhedrin 
rule In the United Stotts, the newspa¬ 
pers have suppressed vital truths for 
many years- The Sanhedrin and the 
money gang can't stand for truth to 
journalism! nor for honesty and inde¬ 
pendence among Jews, 

How does the Sanhedrin exert Its 
great power over the pres? Largely 
through the control of advertising and 
bank credits; sometimes through spies 
and traitors to newspaper offices. Put¬ 
nams Ignored personal threats until 
their bank credit was threatened: then 
they considered the interest of their 
stockholders and surrendered to order 
to remain la business. The Sanhedrin 
money gang controls the radio and the 


movies and no person can get on the air 
unlou he la "right" and ng pictures can 
be exhibited unless approved.

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BARUCH OYER CONGRESS 
: WUEXED IN 
PUBLICATION by 
PILES

n Bernard M^Baruch is frequently referred to aa the "elder statesman" or aa 
the park bench philosopher" but thoBe who know him best say that he la the moat nub- 
+^°^ t ^ C ^ aa 111 states, ihey say that he controls Congress Just as If 

that agency of government were,his own private property,. 

''Barney" became an embryonlo "statesman" after he made hie first "killings" 

In Wall Street, Starting there without capital, hack in 1889, he was worth ten mil- 
lion dollars by his own admission, twenty-five years later. Ha was then only 44 yeare 


He waB 19 yeare old when he graduated from the College of 
the City of Hew York, a poor bey. He got a Job with the stock brokerage firm of A. 

A. Houoman & Co. and hio meteoric monay-maklng career began. He got in with such bold 
operators as James R, Keene, Thomas F. Ryan, Homy H. Rogers, et al and he soon 
cleaned up . He became tholr private broker with a seat on the Stock Exchange. 

One of Baruch<e first "killings" according to Time Magazine of July 2nd, 1934, 
was to acquire control of the tobacco firm of Liggett & %ers, for Ryan, who was then 
forming the tobacco trust of which he became one of the six principal owners. Ryan at 
that time, organized the Consolidated Tobacco Co, and forced James B. Duke to unite 
with him. in the American Tobacco Company, How much Baruch made out of this transac¬ 
tion is not revealed. - 


Shortly thereafter, Baruch made another "killing” with Jim Keene, notorious 
bear raider, and with Ryan, Brady, Widener, Elkins, Dolan and Whitney in Metropoli¬ 
tan Street Railway and in Ihterborough-Metropolitan, in Hew York City, after that 
group compelled the late August Belmont to combine the profitable Interhorough Subway 
and Manhattan Elevated railroad with the insolvent Metropolitan surface lines, which 
they controlled. The "killing" here by the gang was in the dozens of millions - , at the 
expense of the stock market "suckers", who lost about one hundred million dollars. 
Baruch was also associated with Edward H. Harriman, the celebrated railroad manipula¬ 
tor. 


Baruch was also in on the "clean-up" in Amalgamated Copper, which the late 
Thomas W. laws on charged waB a seventy million dollar "swindle", after he broke with 
Henry H. Rogers and the late William Rockefeller, both of Standard Oil. lawson was 
one of their manipulators and he published a series of exposure articles and a book 
called "Frenzied Finance", because he felt he was deprived of his full share of 
"profit." 

Time Magazine also credits Baruch with making a commission of one million 
dollars by buying the Tacoma and Selby Smelters for the Guggenheime, and a half mil¬ 
lion dollars profit on the short aide of U. S. Steel, in 1916, after a false "peace" 
leak. Ih 1909, he became a large stockholder in Texas Gulf Sulphur and was a con¬ 
trolling factor in that corporation out of which he made several million dollars. 


Baruch has had a hand in many large industrial, railroad and mining prop¬ 
erties since the first world war when he controlled industry for the government. A 
glance at the list shows that he was In American inciting and Refining, Baltimore 
and Ohio Itef Iroad, New York Transit, Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit, Brooklyn & Queens 
R. R.j Ryan Consolidated Petroleum., North American Aviation, Sloss-Sheffleld Steel, 
Bethlehem Steel, R. K. 0. and Fox Movies, rubber properties In Mexico, in oil, gold, 
silver, copper and lead and in almost every basic Industry and commodity. 

He is the controlling owner with Eugene Meyer, (owner of the Washington 
Post and formerly of the Federal Reserve Board where Baruch put him), of the Alaska- 
Juneau Gold Mines which they acquired before the price of gold was increased to $35 
an ounce by Mr, Roosevelt, and he is a ono-third owner with John R. Hiskob and 
Senator Pittman of Nevada, in the Partner' a Corporation through which they own sever¬ 
al gold, silver and copper mines in Nevada and California, Baruch was also interest¬ 
ed in the At el la, Tungsten Mine from which he drew in one year (1916) $600,000 hla 
incomB that year being $2,301,035. He admitted then that he owned $8,500,000 in 
government and other bands. In the early days of Baruch's career, his principal, 
Thomas F. Ryan, was Interested in rubber and diamonds in the Congo with King Leopold 
cf Belgium, and Ryan also grabbed the controlling interest in the Equitable Life 
Assurance Society from young James Hazen Hyde (after Hyde was first scandalized in 
the newspapers), which Ryan later sold to Morgan, 

Those early lush days in Wall Street were revived after the first world 
war and Baruch os a "speculator" was again in the market which wound up with a crash 
In 1929, that was heard and felt around the world. All persons that had any wealth, 
.large or small, suffered excerpt the handful whose agents rigged the market to draw 
the "suckers" in. Baruch cashed in before the crash. Any export in Wall Stroet 
trading knows that when the hoi polloi 1 b in the market with both feet, that's the 
time for the insiders to get out. Baruch followed that maxim. The purpose of that 
debacle was to begin the impoverishment of the people of the United. States and the 
world as the first step toward mairiTig -them amenable to regimentation and enslave¬ 
ment. A people with money cannot be enslaved and enslavement was necessary so that 
those who ruled through wealth-power could continue to stay an top. (Soe my pamphlet 
"They Forgot God", published in September, 1941,) 

Baruch put a large share of his winnings into gold before the arbitrary 
advance in the value of that metal by Mr. Roosevelt, One printed report had it that 
he bought quantities of gold abroad and "cleaned up" several million dollars. Wheth¬ 
er he was alone in that transaction has not been disclosed. 

How did Baruch evolve into a "stateanBn" from a Wall Street "speculator" ? 
None of those with whom he was associated ever became statesmen. Tam Ryan left 
$150,000,000 when he died in 1928, Iran's associate, P. A. B. Wldener left 
$90,000,000. Anthony N, Brody, another associate, loft $87,000,000. W. L. Elkins 
left $40,000,000 and so did William C. Whitney. Thomas Dolan left $35,000,000. They 
never "became "statesmen". Keene, Rogers eitfl Hsrriman never became "statesmen"• Wiat 
was there about Baruch that give him the stature of a statesman? 

Baruch got in with Woodrow Wilson in 1912. Wilson was J. P. Morgan's cand¬ 
idate for President. Morgan had led the inaugural procession for Wilson, when the 
latter became President cf Princeton University several years before. Baruch be¬ 
came a member of the Advisory CcunmiBsion of the Council of Natio nal Defense under 
Wilson, before the United States entered the first world war. He was chairman of the 
Committee on Raw Materials, Minerals and Metals, and in charge of row materials for 
war industries. He was a member of the Commission that did all the purchasing for 
the Allies. He was connected, with the American Cceranissicn to negotiate peace and 



a member of the Commission that drafted the sc anemic section of the peace treaty. 
He vaa a member of the Supreme Economic Council of that Commission and chairman of 
the raw materials division, and he was economic adviser of the American Peace Ctmt- 
mlssion* 


In these capacities Baruch worked in close contact with the Rockefeller, 
Guggenheim and Morgan groups and It is these groups with the Duponts and a few 
others, that are benefit ting mostly from the present world war. These groups are 
interested In world cartels that will control all minerals after the war, While the 
people will be regimented and squeezed in their own domestic affairs, by government 
owned corporations controlled or managed by Frankfurter underlings. All the princi¬ 
pal nations will probably do business on a gold basis externally ana an a silver and 
paper basis, internally. Incidentally Baruch received $150,000 from the Government 
as Woodrow Wilson's economic adviser during the peace negotiations In Etcance in 1919. 

In testifying before Congress after the first world war, Baruch admitted 
that he was Czar of Industry during that war with more power even then the President. 
As such despot and In connection with the peace, he met most of the leading diplomats 
of Europe. That must have given him hia first itch of statesmanship. From then an 
and with his interest in international finance and world corporations, Baruch has no 
doubt felt many such itches since. How he has lived up to that eminence Is part of 
the political, diplomatic and financial history of the United States during the past 
quarter of a century.. 

Baruch's fortune of ten million dollars in 1914 was at least twice that 
much after the first world war when he began to take an active pert in politics. He 
contributed heavily to the Car-Roosevelt campaign for President and Vice President 
on the Democratic ticket in 1920, and he spent a large sum of money propagandizing 
for the. League of nations. He urged farmers to organize co-operatively and he urged 
world disarmament. He advised an war debts and an credit to farmers, urged the ac¬ 
ceptance of Henry Ford's offer for Muscle Shrala and he was talked of as the head of 
a third political party In the nation. Be even leased an estate in Scotland to enter¬ 
tain his foreign friends and to better jaix in world affairs. 

Baruch was honored for hie aid to German Relief after the war and he urged 
a modification of the "Daves plan" under which Germany was squeezed in reparations. 

He talked an the conscription of wealth in the event of another ver and he paid for 
the painting of the portraits of four British statesmen. That was all up to the 
time Franklin D, Roosevelt became President. He was an intimate terms with President 
Hoover but with no President since Wilson did he spend as much time as with Roosevelt, 
who, while Governor of Hew York State, appointed Baruch head of the Saratoga Springs 
Commission. 

Baruch spent a large sum of money rehabilitating a section of South Caro¬ 
lina, Ms native State and in 1931, he was appointed to an honorary position cm the 
Staff of the Governor af that State; and he had Franklin D. Roosevelt as Ms guest 
several times, on Mb estate there. 

Since 1920, Baruch has been active in politics on Ms own account. He has 
been in touch with politicians in all parts af the country and he has contributed 
liberally to many congressional, senatorial, presidential and governorship campaigns. 
He contributed heavily to A1 Smith's campaign for President in 1926 and when Roose¬ 
velt ran in 1932, he was one of the insiders who planned the campaign and the program 
with Frankfurter, Filene and other so-called "FabIon" socialists who favored the 
recognition of Russia and the creation of government owned corporations to control 
industry, vMch is the basis of the corporative state, the some as In Italy under 
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Mussolini. Hie was also one of Jim Farley's advisers during the 1932 campaign. 

Baruch has been, as much a political power as Roosevelt or Frankfurter,' 
during the past twelve years. He had as much to do with the conduct of the govern¬ 
ment as either of them. Without Baruch, Roosevelt ’ a programs could not have gene 
through Congress. It was Baruch's influence that put them through. It “began with 
the HRA. financed originally “by the Twentieth Century Fund controlled “by Filene, a 
"Bahian" socialist, and conducted “by Baruch's ran , General Hugh Johnson, and it end¬ 
ed with the virtual abdication of Congress and the adoption of all the eooialietlc- 
cammunistic measures fostered “by Fienkfurter and his clique* That'B why one "emer¬ 
gency * after another was created on paper. In order to give Roosevelt dictatorial 
powers. That’s why about one-third of the hanks in the Quite! States were put out 
of “business and why the Constitution was repeatedly ignored and violated. The 
Government now controls many “banks. It was in effect a Frejikfurter-Baruch government, 
whomever they represented. 

It Is easy to understand how Baruch's "statesmanship" complex developed. 

He has “been able to accomplish his political desires “by a whisper or a wave of the 
hand. The way was always greased before the ward was whispered or the hand waved. 
Campaign funds wore always available for any candidate favored by Baruch and many 
a congressman and senator has been made happy by such favor. Such favors ore usual¬ 
ly repaid, not necessarily to Baruch, but to any persons ho designates, or to the 
administration he represents. Baruch's contributions to political campaign funds 
during the past twenty-five years, probably exceed a million dollars and such ex¬ 
penditures have a potent effeot an those who are helped into public office by them. 

Baruch paid many visits to Roosevelt at Hyde Park, N. Y. and at Warn 
Springs, Ga., where Roosevelt, died recently, and he conferred with Roosevelt many 
times in Washington, during the past twelve years. Bis was the ocancmlc brain of 
the administration on an international scale. He discussed world economies, world 
politics, world War, Industrial mobilization, national defence, neutrality, relief, 
foreign leans, inflation, price fixing and every other question of Importance to the 
people,, with Roosevelt. He designated the corporations that are supplying most of 
our war needs and his agent b in governmental departments, carry out his orders. 
Originally 10,000 corporations were an the approved list for experimental orders in 
case of war, but less than 100 are doing moat of the work, a large part of which is 
famed out,, and thoy make most of the profits. Baruch used to lecture in the War 
College before 1941, 

Baruch has also been busy on post war matters, having had a large hand in 
plans for demobilization, the disposal of surplus property and the termination of 
war contracts. In fact, Baruch is in the picture fraa beginning to end, and he is 
what the poet says, the economic "destiny that shapes our ends, rough hew them though 
we may." Most insiders took their orders and advice from Baruch, if they didn't get 
them, from Frankfurter. ' Roosevelt was only a tool. 

Baruch baa been an important factor an the international scene since the 
first world war. He has been active with leading world statesmen.' He was enter¬ 
tained by his old friend Winston Churchill in 1933, during which year he is credited 
with, having conferred with Maxim Litvinoff, before the United States offici a ll y 
recognized Russia in the Efcll of that year. Rockefeller agents were urging that 
recognition. During Raymond Moley's mission to the London Economic Conference in 
1933 as Roosevelt' s representative, Baruch was appointed Assistant Secretary of State 
to fill Moley's place. That conference was "torpedoed" by Roosevelt himself. 

Several times during the early stages of the Roosevelt administration, Baruch was 
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referred-to-as the "uaof' ‘ lial-Presldent—of-the-United St' vs*—Sie-Ecua^Jejae e-Fi 
Byrnes, who recently res^^ned, acted as hie ‘understudy as /.—distant President during 
„the last few years of Roosevelt. Baruch recently returned from a visit to Churchill 
in London, ostensibly as Roosevelt's agent. He had himself photographed while there, 
sitting on a bench In Hyde Park, talking to soldiers. & used to sit on a park 
bench opposite the White House, In Washington, to be within quick reach, 11 Roosevelt 
wanted him. He could not very well act as Roosevelt 1 b agent in Europe, If Roosevelt 
was mentally incompetent whan Baruch vent abroad. Baruch Is Interested in world 
economics, and he said in an interview In London, that there will be moire work In 
the United States during the next five or seven years "than there will be ha n ds with 
which to do it." He undoubtedly meant that the industrial monopolies in the United 
states will be busy rebuilding the world that has been destroyed by the war. Why the 
destruction? 

Baruch was frequently attacked on the floor of the Senate, by the late Huey 
Long, Senator from Louisiana, who was shot and killed in the Sumner of 193!S"after a 
series of attacks an the Roosevelt administration, and he waB criticized and condemned 
by the late blind Senator Sc hall and by Ben Smith, the Wall Street speculator (friend 
of Eddie Flynn) who wanted to be ambassador to Russia after he contributed heavily to 
Roosevelt*s political campaign fund, Schall was killed in an aut(mobile crash in 
1935, whan two automobiles coming from opposite directions, crashed into his car, 
Baruch has bean called a war "profiteer" and he was criticized by the late Senator 
Norris for accepting $150,000 for his services to Woodrow Wilson during the peace 
negotiations in Paris. He was also criticized during the first world war far having 
used advance information on a false "peace rumor" as the basis for stock market 
speculation. He admitted unking several hundred thousand dollars profit on that 
knowledge. 


Baruch 1 b present financial interests are veil concealed. He is believed to 
be the principal owner .of the bond house of Dillon. Read & Co. of which Secretary of 
the Navy Forrestal was President, and he is credited with having a large Interest in 
corporations profiting from the war. His wealth is appraised at fifty million dol¬ 
lars. He has been in a position to become fabulously rich during the past twelve 
years. He Is regarded as the agent of "Big Money" in the United States so far as his 
doings with Congpress are concerned, the same as Frankfurter, Hopkins and others 
around Roosevelt, were regarded* Big Money favored Camnruniam and chaos in order to 
keep the people busy fighting among themselves. 

The money ^ng wanted war and war was produced. The war will be over when 
the money gang has everything sewed up and when the purpose of the Sanhedrin has 
bean fulfilled, or before that time if revolution occurs. "All wars are economic" 
said Baruch, and the facts seem to bear him cut. The money gprngB of Great Britain, 
France, the United States and Germany financed Hitler before he ran out on them. 

They also financed Mussolini. Caesar was assassinated when he threatened to over¬ 
throw the monopolistic rulers of the Roman world, 2000 years ago. % to that time 
he was their favorite, 

Baruch* s control of Congress saved FTanklln D, Roosevelt fraa Impeachment. 
My eighteen charges against Roosevelt have been before Congress since January 23rd, 
1943, but aside from threats against me by a couple ef foolish congressmen, no action 
was taken on them. If Congress had acted on my charges, Roosevelt would have been 
out of office long before he died. Nor has Congress exposed any of the real crooked¬ 
ness in the Roosevelt administration. Hundreds of millions of dollars have been 
stolen and billions of dollars have been wasted, but Congress failed to act. Maybe, 
when the gag 18 removed. Congress may become articulate again. Its dumbness is a 
tribute to Baruch's influence and power.

We, the Mothers of the United Stages* in conference assembled in the City of Chicago, on June 
14, 15 and 16, 1945, hereby petition the Congress of the United States, as follows: 

We demand an end to hostility by the United States against other nations. We demand the re¬ 
turn of our sons, husbands, sweethearts and fathers from the warring fronts. 

We demand a thorough and complete investigation of the conduct of those officials in our gov¬ 
ernment who were and are responsible for our entry into war in Europe and in Asia, 

, Far this purpose, we demand that Tyler Kent, a young American patriot, in prison on the Isle 

1 of Wight in the English Channel, be immediately released therefrom and given safe conduct to the 

\ United States We believe that his testimony is essential to a proper understanding of the cause of 
the war in Europe and of our entry therein* 

For this same purpose, we demand that the affidavits or testimony of Admiral Husband Kim- 
me! and General Short be taken, by Congress without delay, so that no unforseen or untoward event 
can prevent their disclosure from becoming known to the American people. In this connection we 
remind you of the sudden death of the former Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox, whose testimony 
alone might have established personal responsibility for the disaster ait Pearl Harbor. 

We are against peace time military conscription and we demand that Congress enact a law that 
will prohibit this nation from engaging in war without the consent of the people first being obtain¬ 
ed by referendum, except to repel invasion or attack. 

We condemn the efforts of some of our leading industrialists, militarists, publicists and war 
mongers, to mislead the people with regard to the purposes and meaning of conferences at Bretton 
Woods, Dumbarton Oaks, San Francisco and at other places at which the affairs of our nation are 
presumed to have been decided. We believe that the purpose of all these conferences is to drain 
the resources of the United States and the wealth and prosperity of our people. 

We condemn the program of regimentation that has been forced upon us by those whom we 
placed in public authority and we brand them as incompetent and dangerous to our welfare and a 
menace to our health and happiness 
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We condemn the spoliation of vast amounts of food products arbitrarily withheld from the peo¬ 
ple and we demand that the system of regimentation be abolished without delay. 

We demand the dissolution of all state owned corporations that control our food products and 
prices and that the system of full production and free competition be restored. We demand an end 
of subsidy payments to restrict production. 

We demand that Congress fulfill its duty under the United States constitution with reference to 
our money, by abolishing the Federal Reserve Bank and discontinuing the issuance of interest bear¬ 
ing government bonds. 

TO SAVE AMERICA AND CIVILIZATION, 

RESOLVE THAT, We demand that Congerss initiate steps for an Amendment to the United 
States Constitution to read as follows — 

Congress shall have the power to limit private fortunes.

Felix Frankfurters pernicious brain baa been active 
in many directions* but In none baa its activity been 
more baneful than in the persecution o£ a handful of 
native Americana who were tried in Washington, D, C. p 
during moat of 1944, charged with seditious conduct. 
The muss trial ended after eight months and after three 
years of preparation by the so-called Department of 
Justice, with the sudden death of the presiding judge, 
after all the defendants had been impoverished, it will 
probably never be revived. The accusation against the 
thirty defendants who were charged with conspiracy to 
undermine the morale of the armed forces of the United 
States, wsb only a camouflage to protect Communists 
and to cover the crimes of some of those high In the 
federal service and it undoubtedly originated In the fer¬ 
tile brain of Machiavellian Frankfurter- 

The law under which these defendants were Indicted 
(most of them by three successive grand" Juries in Wash* 
Ington, D. C.j where federal employes serve on juries), 
was enacted In June, 1940, when the United States was 
at peace with every nation. It Is known as the peace 
time “sedition * law, and was enacted at the demand of 
the heads of our army and navy for the purpose of 
prosecuting communist men and women who were 
active for years trying to incite insurrection among 
our armed forces by means of personal solicitation and' 
subversive propaganda. Instead of proceeding against 
these dangerous communists, many of whom were 
caught red-handed In their seditious activities, agents of 
the so-called Department of Justice which controls the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, were turned loose 
against native Americans who were exposing com* 
munis tic activities In our government and exposing the 
misconduct of high government officials. 

These native Americans wanted the people to know 
that communism was supplanting republicanism and 
constitutional government In the United States; that 
tyranny was seeping into government agencies; that 
Roosevelt was a tool of the Frankfurter-HUIman-Laakl 
gang of socialists who were converting the United 
States and Great Britain Into socialistic-communistic 
countries; and they wanted the people to know that 
anarchy and revolution threatened the United States 
because of the conduct of alien elements. 

Why warn Felix Frankfurter thus active? How did 


he become the most powerful individual In our govern* 
meat as explained by the late General Hugh Johnson? 
He has been adviser to communists in the United States 
for twenty-five years. He has been an active and Im¬ 
portant agent of Zionism at least that long. He Is un¬ 
doubtedly a member of the Jewish Sanhedrim that 


claims to control all the Jews, as well as being a mem¬ 
ber of the highest court In the United States, la It 
as Communist, Zionist or Sanhedrim Its that Frankfur¬ 
ter it powerful or Is tt because of all three potentiali¬ 
ties? It Is time that Frankfurter's alms and purposes 
were analyzed and understood, X intend to make them 
plain In this article. 

Frankfurter came to the United States from Austria 
at the age of 12, He Is now 02 years old, about the 
same age as Frank D, Roosevelt. He graduated from 
Harvard University law school in 1906, at 24, and im¬ 
mediately became an assistant to United States Attor¬ 
ney Henry L. Stlmooo, lh the southern district of New 
York, where b© remained until 1911, In that year he 
was appointed law officer in the Bureau or Insular 
Affairs in the War Department by Mr. Stlmson, who was 
then Secretary of War under President William H, Taft. 
Frankfurter remained in that position until 1914, Ho 
became a major and judge advocate during the first 
world war; an assistant to the Secretary of War; sec¬ 
retary and counsel to the Mediation Commission ap¬ 
pointed by President Woodrow Wilson; assistant to 
the Secretary of Labor and Chairman of the War Labor 
Policies Board. During all that time and since 1914, he 
was a professor In the Harvard Law School until he 
was appointed United States Supreme Court Justice by 
President Roosevelt ifi 1939, During 1933 he also served 
as Professor of Law in Oxford University, England. 

While serving in Washington during the first world 
war, Frankfurter become Intimately associated with 
leading representatives of the British government and 
that intimacy has continued in the United States and 
Great Britain to the present time, his particular friend 
and co-worker In England being Harold J. Laskl, head 
of the London School of Economics and leading “Fa¬ 
bian** socialist,, and the directing brain of the British 
Labor Party, It was Laeki who gave us th© “cradle to 
the grave" program of pauperisation, put out by the 
National Recovery Board of which President Roosevelt's 
uncle was the nominal head, a couple of years ago— 
the same program sprung on the people of Great Britain 
and known as the “Beveridge Plan." Frankfurter’s 
intimacy with Lord Halifax, British Ambassador to the 
United States and with other important members of 
the British Embassy In Washington, is well known. 
He also developed close co-operation with leading Zion¬ 
ists here and in Great Britain and with members of 
ihe British nobility and cabinet. 

Early In his career, Frankfurter showed marked 
radical sympathies. He was Intimate with Bolshevists, 
communists, I.W.W, leaders, anarchists, socialists, par- 




lor pinks and all shades of so-called liberals, and he 
wrote and acted along- so-called liberal lines, his liberal¬ 
ism even extending to his suggesting that the "due 
process 1 ' clause be eliminated from the U. 5* Constitu¬ 
tion. He affected a devotion toward the late Justice 
Holmes and Braudels, both regarded as liberals, and 
with Braudels he became steeped In Zlonlstlc affaire. 
The Zionist organisation to accused of having helped 
drag the United States Into the fir at world war. 

Frankfurter has been active with the radical ele¬ 
ment since ISIS when he introduced Sidney Hillman 
to the then President Woodrow Wilson. He was Hill* 
man's attorney In 1920 when he appeared before the 
supreme court In Rochester. N. Y., In defease of Hill¬ 
man and hie Amalgamated Clothing Workers Union 
in an injunction suit against them, which they lost, and 
he warmly defended communist* arrested by the F.BL 
in Massachusetts about the same time and condemned 
J. Edgar Hoover. He was active on behalf of communist 
strikers in Passaic, N. J„ In 1927, and on behalf of 
Sacco and VanteUi, two anarchists, who were twice 
convicted of murder in Massachusetts. He tried to 
show In an analysts of the testimony at the trials, that 
they were unfairly convicted. Before that time. Frank¬ 
furter took up the cudgels tor Mooney and Billings who 
were convicted of the killing of several persons by 
bombing during a preparedness day parade In San 
Francisco In 1916. and he wan roundly scored by the 
late Theodore Roosevelt for this and for his defense 
of the l.W.W, strikers who were evicted an masse from 
Blsbee, Arizona, during a strike. During most of this 
time and since about 1920, Frankfurter was part of the 
organiznUon known as the Amorlcan Civil Liberties 
Union, which devoted moat of its energies, legal acu¬ 
men and money to the defense of radicals of various 
stripes who were charged with subversive activities 
and with transgressions of the civil rights lews. 

Frankfurter was Hillman’s adviser in 19El when 
Hillman collected several hundred thousand dollars 
from his union followers to finance clothing factories 
In Russia and Frankfurter to credited with being chiefly 
responsible for the recognition of the Russian Soviet 
government by the United States government, bis ac¬ 
tivity In this direction being in conjunction with the 
tote Edward FI tone of Boston and with other so-called 
liberals who Induced Franklin D. Roosevelt In 1932 to 
agree to the recognition In the event of Roosevelt's 
election that year. Another part of that agreement 
was to permit the creation of government-owned cor¬ 
porations through which the government or those who 
represented it, could ultimately control Industry. Frank¬ 
furter's disciples control virtually all these corporations 
which do a gross business of about twenty billion dol¬ 
lars a year, and which are mainly responsible for the 
high cost of living. The Standard Oil Company liaa 
saved millions of dollars In taxes on magnesium pur¬ 
chased In Russia, since the recognition of the Russian 
government 

In all these matters, Frankfurter has been ably 
prompted and assisted by his British friend and co¬ 
worker Laski, whose socialistic advice was regularly 
relayed to Mr, Roosevelt through Frankfurter who 
received it from Laski by radio, cable and mall and by 
way of the British diplomatic mail pouch. Laski is the 
leader of the so-called Fab tan socialists in England who 


believe in "creeping 1 ' communism rather than In a sud¬ 
den and violent transformation of the economic By stems 
la Great Britain and the United States, but he and Israel 
Moses Selfl, hi* co-worker In London, believe In trying 
It out on the United States flret. That la what they 
have been doing ilnce 1932, after Roosevelt was elected 
with their financial assistance. The Russian govern¬ 
ment was recognized by Congress In November, 1933, 
in spite of vigorous opposition by hundreds of patriotic 
organizations, including the veterans of the flrat world 
war. the American Federation of Labor, by a large part 
of the clergy and by newspapers and prominent citizens, 
Russian promises that communistic activities In the 
United States would cease, have never been fulfilled. 
The United States has been Hooded with communistic 
propaganda since the recognition, the sedition trial and 
the periooutton and prosecution of native Americana 
who opposed communism, being only part of the pro¬ 
paganda camouflage. The latest communistic achieve¬ 
ment Is the political conquests by Sidney Hillman dur¬ 
ing the lost few years, Hillman recently returned from 
an International Labor Conference In Europe which 
was undoubtedly a meeting of the Fourth Communist 
International. 

Hillman's union was organized In 1914, on bolshe¬ 
vistic and communistic lines and Is an influential poli¬ 
tical factor in all large cities where clothing to manu¬ 
factured. It was the votes of Hill man's followers In 
these cities that re-elected Roosevelt In 1944, Hillman 
was a revolutionist In Lithuania, Russia, until 1907, 
when he escaped to the United States. Through his 
union, he controls banks, insurance companies and 
political parties and carries press agents, editors end 
lawyers on his payroll. The Income of hig union and 
the Textile Workers of America, affiliated with it, 
amounts to several million dollars a year. Hillman also 
carried thugs, strong arm men and murderers as ad¬ 
juncts of power In his union, these gangs tern being 
under the direction of the late Louis (Lepkel Buchalter, 
who died In the electric chair In New York State in 
March, 1944, after being credited with scoree of mur¬ 
ders and about one thousand slugging*. One of the 
first murders credited to Lepke was that of Guido 
Ferreri, a clothing manufacturer, who was shot and 
killed in front of his home In Brooklyn on July 31, 1931. 
for which no one has been punished, though Hillman 
was questioned by the police in the presence of his 
lawyer. Congressman Flo re Ho H. L&Guardla, who pro¬ 
moted the police official to a police magistracy, after 
he. LaGuardla, became mayor of New York City In 1933, 

Frankfurter was one of the organizers of the so- 
caJIed American Civil Liberties Union tn which Morris 
L. Erast has been most active with Frankfurter and 
other alleged liberals in support of civil liberties mainly 
for communists, but not for the native Americans who 
were persecuted for their opposition to communists In 
the government. Mr Ernst has been a frequent guest 
tit the White House in recent years and bus made sev¬ 
eral trips abroad as emissary of Roosevelt and Frank¬ 
furter. One of his trips might explain how the con¬ 
trolling stock of an industrial corporation was voted 
at a stockholders' meeting in London, when that atock 
was supposed to be in New York City (Scotland Yard 
and F.B.L take notice I) Mr, Ernst to attorney for the 
New York Post which libeled and "pounded" the de¬ 
fendants In the recent "sedition" trial and published 



propaganda chapters of the "smear" book "Under 
Cover" while the grand jury that indicted the defend¬ 
ants, was in session In Washington, D. C, The Post 
1 b being sued for half a million dollars by one of the 
defendants. Frankfurter la credited with controlling 
the Department of Justice and Ernst is credited with 
having asserted that as long as O, John Rogge was In 
that department the administration was "sate.” Rogge 
was the prosecutor of the so-called aedltlonists, whose 
prosecution thus far failed, Mr. Ernst on behalf of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, recently announced a 
reward of $5,000 for Information leading to the arrest 
of the murderer or murderers of the late radical Carlo 
Tresca, who was shot to death two years ago, after 
he had Informed the U S, Attorney that Juliet Foyntz, 
who suddenly disappeared on June 5, 1937, was kid¬ 
napped by communists, because she knew too much 
and quit the communist ranks. Why the reward? 

Frankfurter's activities with Zionists goes back to 
the Balfour Declaration in 1917* when the British gov¬ 
ernment declared that it looked with favor on the 
establishment of a "homeland' 1 for Jews in Palestine. 
During the negotiations that eventuated In this declara¬ 
tion, Frankfurter was active with Brands Is, then a 
justice of the U. 8. Supreme Court and the recognised 
head or adviser of the Zionists la the United States, 
The successful result of these negotiations was fob 
lowed by the entry of the United States into the first 
world war on the side of Great Britain, which promised 
protection to the "homeland," in spite of the fact that 
only two years before (1915) the British government 
had promised independence and protection to the Arabs 
in Palestine* to keep them on the aide of Great Britain 
against the Germans. Frankfurter had a part in deal¬ 
ing with one of the Arab chieftains who was won over 
to the creation of a Jewish "homeland" in Palestine, 
where the Arabs have been for seven hundred years. 
He was also active for Zionism and Jewish interests 
generally, at the Peace conference after the war and 
with the League of Nations, being also one of the or* 
ganlzer* of the Foreign Policy Association which as¬ 
sume* to guide the United State* In world affair*, 

Zionism ha* been linked with a plan of certain Jew* 
to control world government* While not more than 
ten per cent of Jews in the United States are interested 
in Zionism, propaganda by the Zionist organisation has 
made it appear that all Jews are interested. Moat Jews 
In the United States and Great Britain have no knowl¬ 
edge whatever of the purpose of those most active In 
the cause of Zionism. All that they know about Pales¬ 
tine Is that some Jews from European countries have 
gone there since 1917, when the Jewish population there 
was only about 76,000 and the Arab population several 
times as great. The Jewish population there now is 
about 500,000 and the Arab population about a million 
and a halt There are many thousands of Christians 
there also. There are five times as many Jews In New 
York City as In Palestine and about twice as many in 
Chicago. 

Why then all the agitation Tor the extentlon of tfre 
Zion let ic state In Palestine? Why then the attempt 
to Involve the United States government in the Zion Is tic 
program by demanding pledges from Congressmen and 
Senators In advance of official action by Congress? 
Why should tho govern me at of the United States be 
officially interested in the matter? Why condemn the 
British white paper of 1939 which restricts Immigra¬ 


tion to Palestine? Palestine is not a universal Jewish 
question. It Is distinctly a local and EuropeanityvonUon. 
It la not an American question. Not many Jews in the 
United States would care to migrate to Palestine to live. 

What Is the secret of Palestine? Why have Jews 
In the United State* and in other countries been over¬ 
whelmed with propaganda In favor of a Jewish state 
in Palestine? The Jews 1 national homeland Is every 
nation where the Jew Uvea, Jews are no different than 
any other persona. They have obligations as citizen* 
wherever they are. Why make tho Jews of the world 
responsible for Zionism? Why make them responsible 
for Zion Is tic alms and aspiration a when they don't 
know what they are? Is Frankfurter for of against 
a Jewish nation in Palestine now? He helped to obtain 
the Balfour declaration, la he in favor of or against 
the British white paper? I* he with the British in 
restricting Jewish Immigration, or is he with the Zion¬ 
ist organization for unrestricted Immigration and a 
greater "homeland?" I* he with the extreme radical* 
who violently oppose the British government in Pales¬ 
tine? Frankfurter has long been regarded as a confi¬ 
dant of the British Foreign Office and of the British 
Embassy In Washington, particularly with regard to 
Zkmlgttc and Jewish affairs as well at In dealings with 
the White House. He la closely allied with Zionists in 
the United States and Great Britain and he Is looked 
upon as the successor to the late Judge Julian Mack 
and Justice Louie D. Braudels In such matters. Where 
does he now stand? 

Maybe those who are actively for a Jewish state 
In Palestine are not as altruistic as they try to make 
It appear. Maybe they are only arousing JewUh senti¬ 
ment and devotion to cover material almt. Maybe 
Zionism, like Judalam, I* being used for commercial 
purposes? Maybe it Is being used to hide a grab? 
Maybe the grab Is the Dead Sea? The Dead Sea in 
Palestine Is the moat valuable body of water on earth. 
It Is over forty miles tong and an average of eight 
miles wide and Is worth trillions (not billions) of dol¬ 
lars, The entire body of water la literally worth Its 
weight in gold. Its values la inconceivable to ordinary 
human beings. It is conceivable only to scientists and 
higher mathematicians. 

Such a scientist is Chaim Welzmsnn, leading British 
Zionist, Such a mathematician was the late Lord Mel- 
chett, Jewish head of the British chemical trust and 
former head of the Zionist organization In Great Britain, 
(There are Zionist organizations In many conn tries.) 
Such a mathematician and wealth appraiser was Lord 
Rothschild, who backed Herxl In his demand Cor a Jew¬ 
ish state In Palestine back in 1897. These and others 
undoubtedly knew and know the full value of the 
waters of the Dead Sea, estimated In dollars and cents 
or In British pounds. They undoubtedly knew and 
know of the chemical properties in that water for they 
examined it and read reports of chemists and other 
scientists who analyzed the water. They undoubtedly 
knew and know of the potash, phosphates, magnesium* 
chlorides and iodine in that wafer. So did and do 
American Zionists for they had an analysis and report 
made many years ago on it. An American engineer 
named Leon Molseeff made such a report twenty-five 
years ago. He confirmed the opinion of British scien¬ 
tists that the Dead Sea had a potential value of trillions 
of dollars—more wealth than all the known wealth In 
the world at that time. 
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1* that the secret of Zion Lem 7 Is that the reason 
for all the agitation for a Jewish state In Palestine? 
Maybe Mr. Frankfurter can tell; maybe he can explain 
why Great Britain ie now against expanding Jewish in¬ 
terests in that area by restricting Jewish land purchases 
there. Maybe Christian members of the House of Lords 
in Great Britain are opposed to Jewish lords there In 
their desire to possess all Palestine, until they are de¬ 
clared in on the Dead Sea grab? Whatever the cause 
of British opposition now, Palestine holds fabulous 
wealth and it that entire land becomes a Jewish state 
Arabs will no doubt rise in opposition and engage in 
warfare to prevent Jews from further exploiting of it. 
Such opposition would menace the entire Jewish and 
Christian world. 

. . Zionism has linked Itself to virtually every Jewish 
movement It has been made by propaganda* the key 
to Jewish salvation. It has linked business with char¬ 
ity and hundreds of millions of dollars have been con¬ 
tributed by Jews of the world to Zionism and to various 
Institutions and other educational and commercial en¬ 
terprises in Palestine. Collecting money for Palestine 
Ir a Jewish pastime* Many commercial enterprises 
have been started in Palestine by so-called ardent 
Zionists aad some of them have failed. Have any Of 
the funds of Zionist organizations been used to recoup 
losses ? 

The' Rockefeller* are greatly interested in Palestine. 
They have vast oil interests there and in other parts 
of Arabia and the Near East There 3s vast oil wealth 
in the Dead Sea which is about 1300 feet under sea 
level and that much easier to get at and there are 
, 1 heavy deposits' of camaUlte. a valuable mineral. There 
la a Urge Standard Oil refinery at Haifa in Palestine, 
which was bombed early in the current war, and a 
long pipe Hue through Arabia to Haifa. The United 
States government recently handed about twenty-five 
million dollars to one of the Moslem rulers for oil and 
pipeline concessions there. Is Palestine a haven for 
Jewish refugees, or is it to become the center of the 
world’s greatest business? Will it become the bone 
of racial and commercial contention before the people 
of the world and particularly the Jewish people, realize 
the potential danger that may arise? 

As I already said, Zionism has made Itself through 
propaganda, the key to world Jewish affairs. Maybe 
that has been the purpose from the beginning. Maybe 
it was what those who financed Herzl In hie plan for 
□ Jewish state! had In mind at that time. At any rate 
that Is what It has become though less than ten per 
cent of Jews in the United States are Zionists or inter¬ 
ested luTZtonistic affairs. Aside from knowing that it 
is a place where impecunious Jews from Furope have 
taken refuge, most Jews are Ignorant of anything con¬ 
nected with Palestine commercially or otherwise. 

There Is a group of Jews, however, that knows a 
great deal about Palestine. It Is the group of self-im¬ 
portant Jews who* through the power of wealth* think 


they own or control all Jews and who try to dominate 
Jewish affairs. This group is known as the Sanhedrim* 
the same sort of Sanhedrim that framed Jesus nearly 
two thousand years ago, Jesus challenged their power. 
He condemned their byprocrisy and denounced their 
corruption, the same as Moses did fourteen hundred 
years before His time and as Isaiah did seven hundred 
years later. Jesus flayed them for their self-righteous- 
ness and Ha drove them out of the temple at Jerusalem 
where they flouted God and transgressed the Uw* of 
Moses. Mammon was their god just as ft Is the God 
of those who constitute the Sanhedrim today. They 
crave world power. They follow the lines laid down 
In the much discussed protocols. They aim to rule. 

Felix Frank rurther la undoubtedly the head and 
front of the Sanhedrim In the United States. He baa 
been mad with and for power many years. He baa 
attempted to Inject himself into every important public 
and Judicial matter beside* Jewish affaire, until now. 
ho It the key to world politics In the United States, 
Roosevelt la only a puppet in Frankfurter's hands. Ho 
was quoted several years ago aa saying that Frank¬ 
furter gives him mental indigestion. Maybe Frank¬ 
furter wants it that way. Roosevelt can’t rebel. Frank¬ 
furter and his cohorts in and out of the White House 
know too much about him. They made Roosevelt be¬ 
lieve he is a potentate and they can atrip him of power 
any time they choose to do so. Didn’t Dr. Wirt testify 
to the truth In X934 when he swore that some members 
of the "brain trust 1 * told him that they had Roosevelt 
in the middle of a swift stream and that he couldn’t 
turn hack—that they were headed toward communism? 
Weren't they Frankfurter disciples? 

Will Frankfurter's madness for power react on all 
the Jews or only on the Sanhedrim? Isaiah condemned 
hi a fellow Hebrews 2700 years ago and said, according 
to the old testament, that every civilization before his 
time was destroyed because of plunder and corruption. 
That Is what la happening to our civilization and those 
responsible cannot escape punishment Roosevelt Is re¬ 
sponsible. Frankfurter Is responsible. The Sanhedrim 
\& responsible. The money gang la responsible. The 
people are still befuddled by the propaganda barrage 
that has overwhelmed them during the past twelve 
years.

When I got there, I found a "gentleman" waiting for me. He was at the 
top of the stairs and followed me down. He got a good look at me for 
about ten minutes. Before he left, his "side kick" who apparently 
came down on the subway, took his own good look as I stood alongside of 
his pal and then walked upstairs. 


Could it be that the F.B.I. is tapping my wire for the 
benefit of the Anti Defamation League and the Anti Nazi League, or some 
similar phony organization? I am attorney for Colonel Eugene Nelson 
Sanctuary, a retired army officer who has been fighting communism in the 
United States for 25 years and who is one of those charged with "sedition" 
by the Department of Justice. 

Don’t you think it about time that the government served 
decent patriotic citizens instead of communists and racketeers?

On February 6th last, I sent you fifteen chargee for the impeachment 
of Franklin 0* Roosevelt, as President of the United States. On March 11th last, 

I sent you amended charges and sent a copy to the Secretary of the Senate* I now 
amend charges 1 and 2 as followsi 

1. He is legally and morally disqualified from serving as President of the 
United States and as Commander in Chief of its Army and Navy, in that he failed to 
disprove the charge that in order to hide proof of his own official misconduct, 
he had "destroyed or sequestered" records of the Navy Department while he was 
Assistant Secretary, in violation of Section 129 of the U*S* Criminal Code (235 
Federal Cods annotated), which forever disqualifies an offender from serving the 
U. 3* Government; and because he was severely condemned in 1921 by the Committee 
on Naval Affairs of the U*S* Senate for showing "an utter lack of moral perspec¬ 
tive" while Assistant Secretary of the Navy; and because he has shown an utter 
lack of political morality while serving as President of the United States. 

2* He was neither fit nor qualified to serve as President of the United States 
when elected to the Presidency in 1932, because of hie official misconduct while 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy and his lack of political morality while Governor 
of the State of New York; because he was the tool of mortgage bond racketeers and 
the associate of financial exploiters; and because his career in politics was hy¬ 
pocritical and selfish. 

3. He has squandered the public funds, overburdened the people with taxes, 
a depreciated dollar and a high coat of living. 

4. He has abused and misused the power of his high office for personal poli¬ 
tical gain. 

5. As Commander in Chief of the Army and Navy, he Is responsible for the de¬ 
struction of the United States fleet at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, and for the conse¬ 
quent death of more than three thousand soldiers, sailors, marines and aviators, 
on December 7th, 1941. 

6. He has appointed incompetent and unworthy persons to high public office, 
to the injury of the public and the public morals.

3* He has squandered the public funds, overburdened the people with taxes, 
a depreciated dollar and a high coat of living.

5. As Commander in Chief of the Army and Navy, he is responsible for the 
destruction of the United States fleet at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, and for 
the consequent death of more than three thousand soldiers, sailors, marines 

. and aviators, on December 7th, 1941. V 

6. He has appointed incompetent and unworthy persons to high public office, 
to the injury of the public morale. 

7. He has Intimidated the Congress and attempted to override and nullify the 
U. S. Constitution which he swore to uphold. 

8. He has permitted members of his family to make large personal profit 
out of his prestige and influence as President. 

9. He has permitted the Standard Oil monopoly to control the distribution of 
fuel oil and gasoline in the United States, to the injury of the people, and 
he is trying to make the world safe again for that monopoly and for other 
private American monopolies. 

10. He has favored the Rockefellers at the expense of the people. 

11. He has failed to heed the reconraendations and warnings of Congress and the 
advice of other competent bodies and Individuals and permitted the business 
of the country and its economic control, to drift toward private monopoly. 

12. He has permitted the use of his prestige and power as President to obtain 
large funds for personal, private and quasi charitable enterprises. 

13. He has aimed to frustrate the purpose of the party system of government by 
attempting to control all political parties. 

14. He is the product of the press agent and the ghost writer and has falsely led 
the people to believe that he is sincere in his desire to properly serve them. 

15. He has mismanaged the public affairs and brought the nation to the verge of 
financial ruin.
